Preliminary Report of the Government Statist and Registrer-Genersl 
of Births, Deaths and Marriagss on Vital Statistics for the year 1930. 
the particulars for 1930 are subject to slight revision when finally 
checked. 1929 particulars are given in parentheses. 


I. POPULATION. 


Natural Increase for 12 months 5,133 (5,626). Estimated popila- 
tion 30th September 1930 581,995, compared with 31st December 1929; 
580,271. Natural Increase for 9 months 3,815, loss by migration 2,990 
net increase 825. 


IZ. MARRIAGES, 


NUMBER CELEBRATED, 3,311 (3,719) decrease 408, and 914 less than 
the mean of the 5 previous years. The rete per 1,000 of mean popukation 
was 50.70 (6.42), being the lowest rate since 1897. The number for 
December Quarter was the lowest of the 4 Quarters, instead of the 
highest as in the previous year. 

OFFICIATING MINISTERS, There were 701 Officiating Ministers and 
31 Registrars on the roll for 1930. Methodists celebrated 1,053(1,088) 
marriages, Church of England 742 (886), Roman Catholic 386 (456), 
Congregationalist 179 (223), Lutherens 155 (181), Presbyterian 123 (180) 
Church of Christ 137 (182), Baptist 153 (163). Civil Marriages 319 
(262). Decreases are noted in all denominational marriages, but an 
increase of 57 in civil werriages. 


III. BIRTHS, 


During the year the Births registered were 681 fewer than the 
previous year and 1,317 less than the mean of the previous five yeers, 
the number being 9,984 (10,665). This is the lowest number since 1908 
and the rate is the lowest on record. Per 1,000 of the mean population 
the rate was 17.19 (18.40). . 

SEXES. Males 5,100 (5,524), Females 4,884 (5,141) representing 
104,42 (107.64) males to every 100 females born. 

BX-NUPTIAL BIRTHS, 337 (329), the rate being equivalent to 3.38 
(2.99) per 100 births, the highest since 1920. 

PLURAL BIRTHS, Twins 111 (101), Males 110 (121), Females 112 (81).

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The percentage of deaths per 10,000 of mean population for 
Tuberculosis prior to 1914 was much higher than the deaths from 
Cancer. Since then, however, with the exception of the years 1915- 
1917 the percentsge of deaths from cancer has risen continuously 
above those for Tuberculosis and the latter has shown an almost 
continuous fall. The number of deaths and the annual rates per 10,000
